In Massachusetts History 

BOSTON.—The Finns have their 
ski troops, but Massachusetts made 
provision for a genuine snowshoe 
army 32 years before the Revolu- 
tionary war, according to the WPA 
historical records survey. 

In the provincial laws of 1743, the 
general court delegates the ‘‘cap- 
tain general’’ to raise 10 companies 
in the counties of Hampshire, Mid- 
dlesex, Worcester and York, each 
man to provide himself ‘‘with a good 
pair of snowshoes, one pair of Mog- 
gisons and one Hatchett.’’

WASHINGTON. — France is the! 
ninth nation to succumb to the might | 
of Germany in little more than two | 
years. 

The great Nazi offensive which 
in the surrender was 
launched the day after the Germans 
completed their mop-up of Flanders 
with the capture of Dunkirk. 

Nine days later Adolf Hitler’s iron 
legions marched into Paris and the 
swastika banners were unfurled 


| over the Palace of Versailles. Within 


another two days the Germans had 
outflanked the famed Maginot line 
and the French were forced to aban- 
don the $500,000,000 system of forti- 
fications in which they had placed 
their supreme trust. The withdraw- 
al was the beginning of the end for 
the armies of France. 


The train of events which led up | 


to the outbreak of war last Septem- 
ber began on March 11, 1938, when 


German troops marched into Aus- | 
| 


tria without opposition. 


In March, 1939, Hitler, defying 


threats of British and French resist- | 


ance, took over Czechoslovakia with- 
out firing a shot. On September 1, 
1939, he ordered his armies into 
Poland, again defying Britain and 
France, who proclaimed a state of 
war with Germany two days later. 

The Germans required less than a 
month to overrun Poland. Warsaw 
fell on September 28 after a terrific 
siege that reduced the city to ruins. 


Invade Norway April 9. 


On April 9, after a winter of com- 
parative inactivity, the Germans in- 
vaded Norway and Denmark, meet- 
ing no resistance in the latter coun- 
try. On May 10, they invaded the 
Netherlands, Belgium, and Luxem- 
burg. 

Holland capitulated in four days; 
and Belgium gave up the struggle 14 
days later, on May 28, paving the 
way for the final defeat of the allied 
armies in Flanders and the pulveriz- 
ing German march on Paris. 

The rapidity with which the Nazi 
blitzkrieg methods accomplished the 
downfall ef France amazed military 
experts, who the war 
rated the French ‘army das the best 
in the world. 

Most observers believe the French 
made their gravest mistake in im- 
posing too great confidence in the de- 
fensive ‘strength of the Meaginot line

Population Is Growing 
PHOENIX, ARIZ—If the 1940 cen- 
sus shows nothing else, it'll prove 
beyond a doubt that the American 
Indian is not a vanishing race. 
Preliminary returns of census 
workers on Arizona’s various Indian 
reservations show that there are 
some 51,730 Indians living in the 
state—an increase of 12,233 over the 
1930 count. 
The greatest gain, according to D. 


Kelley Turner, census enumerator, | 


was registered on the huge Navajo 
and Hopi reservations in the north- 
eastern corner of the state. The In- 
dian population on those two reser- 
vations was 32,900, Turner said, rep- 
resenting an increase of more than 
8,500 during the last 10 years. 

The smallest reservation in the 
State, that inhabited by the Yava- 
pai Indians, had a population of 100. 
The most inaccessible reservation 
was the Havasupai, in Havasu can- 
yon, an offshoot of the Grand Can- 
yon of the Colorado. 

There were only 164 Indians on 
the Havasupai reservation, but be- 
cause of their shyness it took the 
enumerator four days to complete 
the count.
